The  quality  of  the  soybeans  inspected  in  February  was  somev/hat  higher  than  in 
January,  Sf  percent  grading  Ho,  2  or  better  in  February  compared  v/ith  jk  percent 
the  preceding  month.  Thirteen  percent  fell  in  the  lower  grades  in  February  compared 
with  26  percent  in  January,  Eighty-six  percent  graded  ITo,  2  or  better  October 
through  February  this  season  compared  v;ith  37  percent  for  the  corresponding 
months  last  year. 

Inspections  of  soybeans  in  February  include  truck  receipts  equivalent  to 
about  25  cars.
